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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is responsive to Applicant's preliminary amendment submitted 27 
April 2006. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably suggest a method of characterizing 
an optical fiber link by calculating the polarization mode dispersion including all of the method 
steps as required by Applicant. Although the prior art documents cited by the Examiner and 
submitted by Applicant all teach a method of calculating polarization mode dispersion, none of 
the previous taught methods calculates the polarization mode dispersion using the same 
parameters and/or steps as required by the independent claims. 

Examiner cited references A, C and D and Applicant submitted NPL "Polarization Mode 
Dispersion Mapping. . . all teach calculations of the polarization mode dispersion. However, 
none of the documents teaches the step of iteratively determining any of the parameters to be 
used to calculate the characteristics of the optical fiber link. In addition, the Examiner cited 
references appear to be replying on different parameters to make the calculation as well, such as 
spin parameters, spatial periodicity, OTDR and FWM intensity.

Another close prior art of record is Examiner cited reference B. Reference B teaches an 
iterative method for determining the polarization mode dispersion; however, Reference B relies 
on different parameters to make the initial and iterative calculation. Reference B relies upon 
rotation angles for candidate pairs to determine the polarization mode dispersion. 

Therefore, claims 1-18 are allowed.
